There is no agreement about 
what the surge of trade means. 

It includes a growing interest 
in U. S. farm machinery. The 
Soviet agricultural system has 
been extensively mechanized. 
But their machines are not near- 
ly so flexible in performance as 
those of American farmers. Nor 
do they have all the specialized 
accessories to attach to tractors. 


Despite the admitted advent of 
mechanization in Soviet agricul- 
ture, there has been no corre- 
sponding decrease in the num- 
ber of persons employed in it. 
Machinery is supposed to in- 
crease production, and to release 
workers for industrial and serv- 
ice jobs. 


Straw Bosses 


It hasn’t worked out in Russia. 
Apparently the collective sys- 
tem has required so many per- 
sons to act as straw bosses of 
the mechanized operation that 
neither increased production nor - 
release of workers has resulted. 


The Soviet markets are re- 
garded by exporters as ‘‘er- 
ratic.”” The Russians also use 
trade as a political weapon 
wherever and whenever they 
can. Théy turn to the United 
States market only when they 
cannot elsewhere find the needed 
articles.

A mighty swing of the Defense 
department’s razor-edged econ- 
omy ax will lop nearly 2,000 Geor- 
gia workers off Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp.’s $100,000,000 Marietta pay- 
roll by the end of this year, The 
Constitution learned Wednesday.

The House group, meeting be- 
hind closed doors, cut the $3,367.- 
083,000 authorization in the bill 
signed by the President by $842,- 
323.000. 

The President called the first 
emergency news conference of his 
administration to make his tn- 
usual public appeal to the Con- 
gress to vote substantially all the 
money he has requested as essen- 
tial to the security; peace and 
prosperity of the nation. Unless 
this sum were forthcoming, he 
vould have to call Congress back 
to provide more money for the 
economic and military build-up of 
the free world against the continu- 
ing Communist threat, he said. 

Only about a dozen. ‘regular’ 
White House reporters were on 
hand when the President suin- 
moned them into his own office 
to dramatize the fight for what 
the administration considers nec- 
essary against the mounting bi- 
partisan economy drive on Capitol 
Hill. 

He spoke out after he had signed 
the mutual aid authorization bill 
and formally requested the Con- 
gress to appropriate the full 
amount authorized. The House nad 
completed congressional action 
only a couple of hours before. lis 
vote of approval was 226 to 163-- 
the smallest margin in the 10-year 
history of the foreign aid program.

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Peasant Resistance 


Peasant resistance in Poland, 
Romania and Czechoslovakia is 
much greater than in Russia. It 
has not yet been blunted by 
terror and murder. Marshal Tito 
surrendered to Yugoslavian peas- 
ants to the extent of making 
many concessions allowing own- 
ership of land and cultivation of 
acreage for family use. 

The European peasant, like 
his counterpart in any other 
country, is slow to accept 
change.

Right now Khrushchev still is 
pleading with Russian and satel- 
lite farmers to produce more 
corn.

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Rights Bill Defeat 
Suits GOP Plans 


Now in the hands of the House Rules 
Committee, the bitterly contested civil 
rights bill seems on the way to the 
graveyard for this session of Congress. 
Even though it may be voted out of com- 
mittee, its chances for passage under the 
present politically charged atmosphere 
appear dim. 

There’s little for the South to be glee- 
ful about in the situation and certainly 
no cause for cheering on the part of the 
Democratic Party. It will be revived 
either at a special session of Congress this 
fall or at the regular session next year. 


In either of these events, the GOP 
will have maneuvered the issue skillfully 
into the 1958 congressional elections as an 
issue which very well might determine 
the makeup of the next Congress. 


While Sen. Russell and Sen. Johnson 
are given credit for drastically amending 
the bill in the Senate, to Vice President 
Nixon must go the responsibility for a 
major effort to kill it altogether. Nixon’s 
motives should be clear to anybody. He 
would like to drag it out again next year 
for the congressional races and to use it 
for his own benefit in capturing the GOP 
nomination and the election in 1960. 

Then, too, the Republicans hope by 
using the issue they can widen the split 
in the Democratic Party, capturing 
enough seats in crucial Northern cities to 
win control of the House. If the contro- 
versy then can be carried over into the 
1960 campaign, the Democrats again will 
be so divided that election of another 
GOP administration would be assured. 
That is Richard Nixon’s reasoning and 
politics at its, worst. 

Any comfort the South might realize 
now over the death of the bill in the House 
thus would be short-lived. It merely would 
add up to more and worse trouble later, 
especially if the GOP should gain control 
of Congress. 

Passage of the amended version of the 
bill in the Senate was a victory of sorts 
for the moderates as well as the South. Its 
defeat in the House will be a victory for 
Richard Nixon and GOP political aims.

All Concerned Benefit 
From-Area—Planning 


Pressing problems in an age of rapid 
change are causing more and more citizens 
of Georgia to look across county lines to 
regional planning and cooperation. 

The immediate example is a brand- 
new planning organization in an 18- 
county area centering on Atlanta. 

Since 1940, the population of this area 
has increased 43.4 per cent in contrast 
to a 21.4 per cent increase for the entire 
nation. 

The problem of orderly planning for 
decent, orderly living in an area of ex- 
panded growth calls for intercounty co- 
operation. 

The new planning -organization being 
sponsored by the Metropolitan Planning 
Commission and the Georgia Power 
Company’s Community Development Di- 
vision will work for that orderly plan- 
ning. Thus, the fringe areas as well as the 
core of the population concentration will 
enjoy the full benefits of the expansion. 

It isn’t only metropolitan Georgia that 
is seeing the advantages of regional co- 
operation. 

Counties are joining these days in 
regional pacts for forest fire control 
and for better health and so on. 

Even though county lines stay where 
they are, as they are likely to for a long 
time, better transportation and better 
communications coupled with common 
community interest are making Georgia 
counties better neighbors than they have 
ever been before. 

And the benefit is mutual.

Peanut Growers Have 
Grounds for Complaint 


Peanut growers understandably are 
up in arms at the price support whack 
concocted by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

The 1956 price support for the av- 
erage grade of peanuts was 86 per cent of 
parity. The new price announced Tuesday 
is 81.4 per cent of the Aug. 1 parity price. 

H. L. Wingate, president of the Geor- 
gia Farm Bureau Federation, has pointed 
out that Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son earlier had set the support price at 
82 per cent of parity. Mr. Wingate and 
Georgia peanut growers are claiming 
that the latest slice ordered by the De- 
partment of Agriculture is contrary to 
law. 

They apparently have valid grounds 
for protests which they intend to pursue. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Benson himself has 
been reported out of pocket for some time 
in Washington. President Eisenhower on 
Aug. 7 told a news conference that the 
secretary of agriculture was touring the 


country for about a month, “trying to get 
new ideas, new thoughts.” 

It is doubtful that Georgia was on his 
itinerary. More likely he conferred with 
his constituents in the Midwest where the 
administration likes to woo the farm vote. 

Had he visited Georgia he would have 
received a double earful on how his pro- 
gram is not working in this section of the 
country. Maybe he even would have left 
with some of those “new ideas, new 
thoughts” that he needs so badly. 


Poles Are Suppressed; 
Their Hatred Lives On 


The stubborn Poles, even after Nikita 
Khrushchev’s barnstorming, continue their 
struggle for liberty. The so-called liberal 
measures under the Gomulka regime have 
not killed their desire to escape from 
slavery. 

Only prompt and overwhelming appli- 
cation of police and military power has 
prevented the three-day transport strike 
from becoming a major revolt. Even 
though it was suppressed, the fact that 
the strike did occur proves the unrest in 
Poland to be as strong as ever. 

Everywhere in the satellite countries 
the latent desire to escape Communist 
tyranny exists. It survives by force and 
force alone. Memory of the gallant Hun- 
garians who literally attacked Soviet 
tanks with sticks and stones shows the 
depth of hatred for communism and its 
slavery. 

Force and fear of it are twin anchors 
by which the Communist overlords main- 
tain their power. By the same token, the 
overwhelming hatred of the Russians by 
millions of captive people is the great 
weakness of the Communist empire.

The Atlanta Board of Education is 
considering abolishment of a rule which 
prohibits married students from attend- 
ing any of the city’s high schools except 
vocational schools.

However, students who do go ahead 
and enter into matrimony despite the 
obstacles ahead should not be denied an 
education in a regular high school.

Board member Franklin Rodgers said 
he believes the board is overstepping its 
responsibility by forbidding married 
youths the right to a “normal education.”

GOP All-or-Nothing Line 
Is Bad Ethics, Bad Politics 


What the House must decide in reappraising the civil rights bill 
is whether a moderate practical step to protect the right to vote is 
more important than political blame-calling. The issue is as simple 
as that. The bill which the Senate passed last week is undeniably 
disappointing in some respects, but it is in no sense meaningless. It 
is the most reasonable compromise that four weeks of searching de- 


liberation could produce. 


The House can properly seek to 
refine the civil rights bill, but it 
cannot insist on restoration of the 
original version without jeopardiz- 
ing the chance of any civil rights 
legislation at all. 

This newspaper still believes 
that the jury-trial amendment as 
approved by the Senate is too 
broad in scope. 

Likewise we believe that the 
bill ought to be divested of the 
encouragement it gives to the pro- 
posed civil rights commission to 
operate in secret, and of the al- 
together unwarranted penalties 
it would impose for unauthorized 
use of testimony. These provi- 
sions are potentially dangerous, 
even unconstitutional, infringe- 
ments on the people’s right to 
know about the affairs of govern- 
ment. 

On the larger significance of 
the civil rights bill as it has de- 
veloped in the Senate, however, 
we have no substantial doubts. 
No one knows for sure whether 
the Senate version would in fact 
afford all necessary protection 
for the right to vote. But it would 
establish a commission with sub- 
poena powers in the general area 
of civil rights, it would enable the 
attorney general to sue on be- 

individuals denied their 


voting rights and it would re- 
move an artificial .barrier to 
federal jury service by Negroes. 

If one starts with the assump- 
tion that punishment is the ob- 
jective, then this bill is deficient. 
But if compliance through the 
equity route is looked upon as 
an adequate remedy in most 
cases, the bill has a great deal to 
commend it. Federal judges 
would retain strong civil con- 
tempt powers to enforce their 
orders. More important, there 
would be strong moral compul- 
sion upon the jury-trial support- 
ers to create a climate of com- 
pliance. 

Republicans may well be miffed 
from a political standpoint at the 
coup engineered by Majority 
Leader Johnson to obtain Senate 
approval with the jury-trial 
amendment. But it would be bad 
politics, and bad ethics as well, 
for them to seek to kill a useful 
measure on that account. This is 
the first practical civil rights 
legislation to emerge in a genera- 
tion of talk, and it has emerged 
without fratricidal strife. To seek 
to improve the bill within the 
bounds of possibility is laudable, 
but to think seriously of defeating 
or vetoing it is to take an all-or- 
nothing approach that ought not 
to apply in the circumstances.

Biblical Passages 
Often Are Abused 


One of the grand verses of the New Testa- 
ment is 2 Timothy 2:15: ‘‘Study to. shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that needeth not 


to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” These words 
have inspired generations of men and, I suppose, next to John 3:16, 
it is the mos* frequently used “memory verse” in Sunday schools. 


I can remember when I earned 
a big gold star for learning it 
and many others can recall the 
same experience, - 


There was one word in the 
verse, however, that always both- 
ered me. It is the word “‘divid- 
ing,” for it seemed to me that 
there is too much dividing of the 
Word of God. I mean by this that 
too frequently we lift a text from 
its context and make it seem to 
mean something that was not orig- 
inally intended. The Bible is a 
large book, really a library of 
66 books, and out of context a 
man can find — and too frequent- 
ly has — a verse to support any 
argument, however fantastic or 
wrong. 

You may remember the story 
of a man who wrote to his Bible- 
believing friend and said he had 
found for him a pattern of be- 
havior which he, as a Bible read- 
er, should accept as God's will. 
He wrote three Bible verses that 
he put in this order: ‘‘Judas went 
and hanged himself’ (Matthew 
27:5), “Go, and do thou like- 
wise” (Luke 10:37) and “That 
thou doest, do.quickly” (John 
13:27). 

And then there’s the true story 
of a Michigan prisoner who 
quoted Luke 11:10 in a petition 
to the parole board: ‘Everyone 
that asketh receiveth and he that 
seeketh findeth, and to him that

knocketh, it shall be opened.” 
And the board’s reply was from 
Luke 11:7: ‘Trouble me not; the 
door is now shut.” 

The Revised Standard Version 
translates 2 Timothy 2:15 in 
these words: “Do your best to 
present yourself to God as one 
approved, a workman who has 
no need to be ashamed, rightly 
handling the word of truth.” I 
think the word “handling” rep- 
resents a truer interpretation of 
Paul’s thought. Dr. Weymouth’s 
“Straightforward 
dealing with the word of truth.” 

How do we handle with hones- 
ty and integrity the Word of God? 
First, we should read to God’s ad- 
vantage and not to our own. We 
should read with the mind of 
Christ and not as we might per- 
sonally wish. 

Second, we should read God's 
Word prayerfully, for we are told 
that the Holy Spirit will guide 
our thoughts aright. 

Third, we should read the Bible 
comprehensively, a chapter or a 
book at a time if possible. Casual 
reading often becomes hit-or-miss 
reading. It is good to memorize 
Bible texts, but it is better in 
reading to get the sweep and per- 
spective of a total incident, sit- 
uation or argument. 

Fourth, we should read the 
Bible, something we are always 
putting off.

Take these general facts and 
we'll get to the specific in a mo- 
ment: 

The manpower of the US. 
Army was cut by 326,000 from 
1951 to 1955.

Hospitalization of Army person- 
nel was cut nearly in half be- 
tween 1952 and 1955. 

The Veterans Administration 
took over most veteran and mili- 
tary chronic cases. 

Under these circumstances the 
Defense Department made a spe- 
cial study of all of its hospital in- 
stallations and found that two of 
them — the Murphy Hospital at 
Waltham, Mass., and the Army 
Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, 
Ark., were no longer needed.

3. And finally, he has forced 
the State Department to release 
information it has previously re- 
fused to make public on the high 
cost of being a U.S. ambassador. 


For example it has long been 
known that the root of the trouble 
in getting the best Americans 
available to these jobs was that 
the government would not foot 
the bill. But not until the admin- 
istration had to defend itself 
against criticism of the Gluck ap- 
pointment would it release the 
figures that illustrated the prob- 
lem. 

This has now been done. Under- 
secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter, called before tlie Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee “to 
explain ‘‘the case of the innocent 
ambassador,”” produced a mem- 
orandum showing what the Unit- 
ed States pays its ambassador 
in London, John Hay Whitney, 
compared with what the British 
government pays the British am- 
bassador, Sir Harold Cacia, here 
in Washington. 

This illustrates why the United 
States feels it has to select its 
top diplomats only from the ranks 
of the wealthy, for according to 
the Herter figures, Caccia gets 

2.468 more a year for: salary 
and allowances than Whitney, 
and while this is not likely to 


bankrupt Whitney, it is still an 
interesting statistic. 

In addition, the British, who 
are supposed to glory in austerity 
and ,maintain they have less 
money than the United States, 
give their ambassadors other ad- 
vantages. For example, a British 
ambassador receives transfer al- 
lowance for every change of post 
that comes to 10 per cent of his 
salary if he has two children. An 
American ambassador’s transfer 
allowance is $200. 


The British, moreover, pay 
much more liberal clothing and 
educational allowances. 


In questioning Undersecretary 
Herter on the Gluck appointment, 
senators pointed out that all the 
most desirable ambassadorial 
posts Overseas recently went, not 
to career diplomats, but to po- 
litical appointees: London, Paris, 
Rome, Bonn, Brussels, The 
Hague, Stockholm, Madrid, Co- 
penhagen, Dublin, New Delhi and 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation in Paris. 

The Congress had great sport 
with Herter about this, but he 
was able to point out that Con- 
gress itself had repeatedly re- 
jected the requests made by the 
administration for funds to en- 
able the administration to appoint 
men who could not afford to pay 
the costs of entertaining Ameri- 
caus, including visiting senators 
and congressmen.

the Army of ‘‘loose and irrespon-' 


sible procurement practices in the 
clothing field.’’ It also concluded 
it is ‘repugnant to public policy” 
to award government contracts to 
families of top officials. 

But the subcommittee said it 
“cannot see anything of impor- 
tance that could be labelled a 
wrongful act on his (Ross's) part 
in connection with a_ contract 
award” to firms headed by mem- 
bers of his family. 

“His fault lay not so much in 
what he did,”’ it said, “‘but in his 
failure to realize that the very na- 
ture of his position in the Depart- 
ment of Defense made it awkward 
and unwise and incompatible with 
the highest standards of public 
conduct to maintain that position 
while his immediate family has 
business dealings with the govern- 
ment.” 

Ross, a former Republican 
House member from New York, 
resigned from the Defense Depart- 
ment on Feb. 14 while the sub- 
committee was investigating the 
Army's award of an $834,000 con- 
tract for cotton trousers to Wynn 
Enterprises, Inc.

For some people ‘that many accumulated years would be a 
load under which they would totter feebly. For Mr. Bill Gudger 
the coming of another birthday is as natural and easy and sweetly 
exciting as the coming of haying season, the ripening of apples, 
the time for fox hunting. A spare man with bright, brown eyes as 
unclouded as in youth, Mr. Gudger moves lightly, climbing up 
and down his beloved north Georgia hills with the me grace of 
one of his old hounds, while younger folks puff and gasp for 
breath in his wake. 


The Gudger family, a growing tribe which now numbers 10 
children, 17 grandchildren and eight great-grandchildren, tradi- 
tionally gathers three times a year—Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
on Papa's birthday. 


The birthday party is a picnic and swimming party up at 
Connasauga Lake. The children and grandchildren come from miles 
around. Bassinets are set up under the trees, along with portable 
ice boxes and pallets for the lazy sunbathers. They start a fire 
in one of the grills and fill three great smoked kettles with coffee 
water. And then they spread out the food—chicken and pies and 
cakes and hams and chops and covered dishes of vegetables and 
every kind of salad and sandwich you ever saw. 


“My wife’s children,’”’ Mr. Bill confided to me, smiling ap- 
provingly at the convocation around the big table. ‘‘She’s done a 
good job with them, too. I'll never know how she did it but she 
raised some pretty respectable folks—and I'll say this for them, 
they never did any squabbling among themselves and not one of 
them ever gave me or their mama a sharp word or a short 
answer.” 


He glanced out across the lake whose coffee-brown waters 
lapped at the shore by his feet and his eyes rested momentarily 
on two children tussling over a big rubber raft. He was remem- 
bering the days before there was a lake there, before tourists 
came with their iceboxes and grills and sunburn lotions and spread 
their bright beach towels and themselves all around the ground.

Mr. Gudger finished the tale and a drop of perspiration fell 
off my chin. I shivered as I wiped it off. It should have been an 
icicle.

ike Gets Bill 
To End Tax 


Write-Of fs 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (UP)— 
The House gave final congression- 
al approval to legislation to re- 


‘strict fast tax write-off benefits 


for industry starting Aug. 22. It 
would end the controversial pro- 
gram entirely Dec. 31, 1959. 

The legislation, which had been 
attached by the Senate to a minor 
House-passed tax bill, was accept- 
ed by the House and forwarded 
to the White House without de- 
bate or dissent. 

Thé legislation would limit the 
program of permitting rapid 
amortization for tax purposes to 
industrial plants built for specific 
defense purposes. 

The program was set up during 
the Korean War to spur expan- 
sion of defense plants. It enabled 
such firms to write off for tax 
purposes all or part of the cost 
of approved expansion over five 
years instead of the usual 20 or 
25. The effect was to postpone a 
part of their tax burden for five 
years. 


The program had aroused com-| 


plaints that the tax benefits were 
being handed out too liberally on 
construction projects not closely 
associated with the defense effort. 


Actually, the administration itself. 
had curbed the program sharply

McNabb, principal at Albany High, is one of the state’s most 
respected educators.
